Sex for humans 



Sex Lherapy us a potential 
weapon uguinsl homoGexuals was 
the projected theme of the Gay 
Liberation Movement's discussion 
Monday evening. But as it turned 

'out the purely positive aspects of 
sex therapy overrode the negative 
in a talk which illustrated by its 
very nature the principles which 
GLM upholds. It centered upon the 
clinical methods applied to any 
individuals seeking treatment for 
sexual dysfunctioning, regardless 
or sexual orientation. 

The speaker was Claude 
Guldncr. an ordained Methodist 
minister who works with the local 
intcr-faith counselling center. 
Guldner presented his credentials 
at the outset and made it clear 
what course the discussion would 
take. He is a Ph.D. in pastoral 
i-ounselling and clinical 

' psychology who, with his wife, was 
trained by the Masters and 
Johnson course in sexual 
dysfunctioning therapy. As such, 
he was not about to offer fuel to the 
fires . of indignation at 
discriminatory methods practised 
by traditional, analytic 
psychologists ; Guldner's bag is 

.humanistic psychology, which 
works towards expanded 
awareness "Of sexuality no matter 
which persuasion it follows. 

Whereas the analytic 

psychologists would regard 
homosexuality as a failure in 
growth and treat or 'cure' the 
homosexual accordingly, the 



humanist would simply try to 
increase the patient's sexual and 
emotional repertoire in order to 
improve the quality of life. The 
question was raised as to how a 
homosexual who merely wanted 
therapy to assist his coming out or 
his sexual performance could 
avoid the professional prejudice of 
old school counsellors. For 
example, there is a breed of 
psychologists who would 
surreptitiously psych out 
homosexuals as deviants and use 
manipulative techniques to root 
out supposedly undesirable 
behaviour. Guldner was not 
particularly helpful on this but did 
suggest that one could rely more 



on younger psychologists in newer 
establishments. 

Guldner and his wife have used 
exactly the same approaches with 
heterosexual and homosexual 
couples, as their program involves 
a high level of concentration on 
non-intercourse sexual expression. 
Thus, the discussion was relevant 
to anyone who is trdubled by a 
sexual dysfunction, and to all 
interested 'humansexuals'. This is 
what GLM members would ac- 
curately call themselves and all 
human beings, and It is a concept 
which the humanist school of 
thought recognizes quite readily

The SGA council has finally 
granted an (derating budget for 
Lambda. An amount of $8,000 
was allotted to the paper during 
the meeting of council held on- 
January 19. 

Bill Scandlan, editor of Lamb- 
da, informed council that thepaper 
was over$2,500 in debt even though 
the publication had already re- 
ceived over $2,200 in advances 
from the S.G.A. 

Scandlan pointed out that the 
paper's expenditures were in line 
with monies owed to the paper by ■ 
council. 

Malcolm Jacobs stated the lone 
opposition to the granting of Lamb- 
da's budget. He felt that the re- 
port of the task force would be 
less meaningfiil If Lambda were to 
receive a budget before the task 
force had reported back to coun- 
cil. 

Scandlan reminded Jacobs that 
It would be rather difficult for any 
of the committee's recommenda- 



tions to be put into practice this 
year. He emphasized that the bud- 
get allocations would be to meet 
the present operating costs, and 
stated he felt it fooUsh to base 
this year's budget on next year's 
system. Council passed the mo- 
tion by a wide margin. 

Council also endorsed a refer- 
, andum on the Ontario Federation 
of Students to be held along with 
the upcoming S.G.A. elections. The 
question will pertain 1o the rejoin- 
ing of O.F.S. by Laurentlan and 
the approval of the$1.50p'ermem- 
-bershlp fee. The S.G.A. election.-, 
will be held on March 19th and 
20th with nominations opening on 
the week prior to the study break. 

Council gave support to the 
International Students Organiza- 
tion, granting them $350 for their 
Guyana trip. 

Council also discussed the cur- 
rent sihiatlon involving the Shident 
Street complex, but no motions 
were made due to the loss of quo- 
rum.

Sena1;e refuses ^o 
reconsider budget

A motion for reconslderatlOTi of 
the ad(^ted budget was crushed by 
Senate. Dean Williamson, mover of 
the motion stated that the $290,000 
undiscoverpH extra revenue would 
jnakc- a substantial difference to 
the tudget as a whole. One point 
discussed was that the Budget 
Committee knew about this in- 
crease In revenue but did not 
pass along Immedlatelythis Infor- 
mation to Senate members. This 
could have changed someSenators' 
decision regarding the Budget. 
Dr. Monahan informed Senate that 
the new Information regarding re- 



venue was received only after the 
Senate December 13 meeting and 
was not available at the time to 
be presented to Senate members. 
After a considerable amount of 
discussion, a secret ballot to re- 
consider the budget was then ta- 
ken. The motion of reconsidera- 
tion failed to carry with the re- 
sults being 18 against, 13 for and 
no abstentions. 

The Science Division's last 
hopes for retention of the Mas- 
ters Programmes which the ra- 
tified Budget would phase out or 
Integrate were effectlvelykilledat 
this meeting.

The Federal Government's Mul- 
ticultural Policy Objectives 

Here are exerpts from theCai- 
adlan Government's Policy of In- 
terest and Imjiortance to all Cana- 
dians tabled by Rt. Honorable 
Pierre Elliot Trudeau, Prlmo 
Minister of Canada: 

The Federal Government ac- 
cepts and endorses the multieth- 
nic recommimdations and the spir- 
it engendered by the Report. It 
believes the time is long over- 
due for the people ofCanadato be- 
come more aware of the rich tra- 
ditions of th3 many cultures we 
have in Canaili. Our citizens comfi 
from almost every country in the 
world and bring with them t-very 
major wor'd religion and language. 
Th's cultural diversity endows all 
CanadlaTis with a great variety of 
human experience. The Govern- 
ment regards this as a heritage 
to treasure and believes that Cana- 
da would be poorer If we adopted 
programmes of assimilation forc- 
ing our citizens to forsake and for- 
get the cultures they have brought 
to this country. 

The Federal Government hopes 
that each and every Province will 
also respond positively to these 
multi-ethnic recommendations. 
Each Provincial Premier has re- 
ceived a letter from the Prime 
Minister outlining policies and 
programmes and asking for their 
cooperation. 

Central to the Government's 
philosophy Is the belief that cul- 
tural diversity throughout the 
world is swiftly being eroded by 
the Impact of Industria' tectinolo- 
gy, mass rommunications and ur- 
banization. Much attention has 
been given to the denaturing and 
JepersonaUzatlon of man by mass 
society, mass-produced culture 
and entertainment and the ever- 
inrreasing development of large 
Impersonal institutions. 



One of man's basic needs is a 
sense of belonging and a good deal 
of contemporary social unrest, at 
all age levels, exists because this 
neftd has not been met. Ethnic 
groups are not the only way in 
which the need for belonging can 
be met, but they have been an im- 
portant one In the develc^ment of 
Canadian Society. Vibrant ethnic 
groups can give Canadians of se- 
cond, third and subsequent gener- 
ations a feeling that they are con- 
nected with tradition and human 
experience in various parts of the 
world and different periods of 
time. 

Ethnic loyalties need not» and . 
usually do not detract from wider 
loyalties of community and coun- 
try. Canadian identity wlU not 
be undermined by multlcuUural- 
ism. Indeed, the Government sir- 
cerely believes that cultural plur- 
alism Is the very essence of 
Canadian Identity. 

Every ethnic group has the 
right to preserve and develop its 
ov/n culture and values within the 
Canadian context. We may have 
two official languages in this coun- 
try, but we do not have two of- 
ficial cultures. A policy of mul- 
tlculturallsm must be a policy 
for aU Canadians. 

The Official Languages Act has 
designated English and French as 
the official 'anguages of Canada 
for the purposes of all Institutions 
of Parliament and the Govern- 
ment of Canada. This act does 
not Impinge upon the role of all 
languages as instruments of the 
many and various Canadian cul- 
tures. Nor, on the other hand 
should the recognition of the cul- 
tural valueofmanylanguageswea- 
ken the position of Canada's two 
official languages'. Their use by 
all citizens will continue to be 
promoted and encouraged. 

1. The Government of Canada 
will support an of Canada's cul- 
tures and will seek, resources 
permitting, the develi^ment of 
those cultural groups which have 



demonstrated a desire togrowaiiu 
contribute to Canada, and who can 
show a clear need of assistance. 
Government .aid must proceed on 
the basis of aid to self-effort. 

2. The Government will as- 
sist memt}ers of all cultural 
groups to overcome cultural bar- 
riers to full participation in Can- 
adian Society. 

The law can and will protect 
individuals from over-dlscrlmln- 
ation. But a sense of not belong- 
ing or a feeling of Inferiority can- 
not be legislated out of existence. 
Programmes have been designed 
to foster confidence in one's right- 
ful place in Canadian life. His- 
tories, films and museum exhi- 
bits win help achieve this objec- 
tive. 

3. The Government will pro- 
mote creative encounters and in- 
terchange amongst all Canadian 
cultural groups In the interest of 
national unity. 

Government aid to multicultural 
centres, to specific projects of 
ethnic groups, and to displays of 
the performing and visual arts as 
well, win promote cultural ex- 
change. TheGovernmenthasmade 
it clear that It does not plan in 
aiding individual groups to cut 
themselves off from the rest of 
society. The programmes are de- 
signed to encourage cultural 
groups to share their heritage with 
all other Canadians and with other 
countries, to make them aware of 
our cultural diversity. 

4. The Government will con- 
tinue to assist immigrants to ac- 
quire at least one of Canada's of- 
ficial laiiguageslnorderto become 
taW participants In Canadian so- 
of Canadian Society. Vibrant 
ethnic groups can give Canadians 
of second, third and subsequent 
generations a feeling that they are 
connected wlthtradltlon and human 
experience In various parts of the 
world and different periods of 
time. 



In March 1929, the United 
States Coast Guard sank a ves- 
sel of Canadian registry, the I'm 
Alone, while it was In interna- 
tional waters near New Orleans. 
During the vlolrace, one Cana- 
dian crew member died. Al- 
though the purpose of the I'm 
Alone was to smuggle alcoholic 
beverages Into the United States 
where Prohibition laws were In 
effect, Canadian authorities flrm- 
ly protested the American action. 

Among tjiose who protested so 
strongly that regardless of Its 
purpose, a Canadian vessel had 
every right to be In International 
waters were Mackenzie King, 
Prime Minister and Minister of 
External Affairs; Vincent Mas- 
sey, the highest ranking Cana- 
dian diplomat in Washington; and 
O.D. Skelton, Canadian Under- 
Secretary of State for External 
Affairs. 

President Hoover's administra- 
tion tried to justify the Coast 
Guard action, but Canadian of- 
ficials insisted that it would be 
dangerous Indeed to soft-pedal 
the incident and create the Im- 
pression that under certain cir- 
cumstances, foreign ships could 
attack vessels of Canadian re- 
gistry on the high seas in peace 
time. Alter months of corres- 
poiilence, Canadian and Ameri- 
can governments submitted the 
matter to arbitration, and even- 
tually, the Americans paid sub- 
stantial compensation. 

In view of the precedent es- 
tablished by King, Massey, and 
Skelton, when only bootleggers 
were directly Involved, can we 
believe that Prime Minister Tru- 
deau and External Affairs Mini- 
ster Sharp will not take an equal- 
ly firm line with France on be- 
half of the idealists In the Green- 
peace? If the I'm Alone was en- 
titled to be where It was, surely 



the Greecpeace had every rlg^t 
to. sail through Intematioiul wa- 
ters to protest a French nuclear 
threat. If It was wrong for the 
United States Coast Guard to In- 
terfere with the I'm Alone, sure- 
ly it was equally unacceptable for 
the French navy to interfere with 
the Greenpeace. 

Canada has one powerful wea- 
pon it can use to win an apolo- 
gy and compensation from France 
if it is determined not to let the 
Greenpeace Incident pass, with- 
out challenge. The airport at St. 
Pierre and Mlquelon Is too small 
to receive Boeing 707s and DC8s 
the commercial aircraft usually 
used for inter- continental flights. 
Also, the St. Pierre airport Is 
often fog-bound for weeks at a 
time and closed even to the DC3 
trafDc of Air St. Pierre from 
Sydney, Nova Scotia. This means 
that if French officials, such as 
policemen and civil servants, want 
to travel quickly between France 
and St. Pierre, they must do so 
via Canada* They must fly to 
Montreal, and then to Sydney, 
where they can catch the DC3 
, or a ship for St. Pierre. 

If theCanadian government were 
to inform the French that until 
they give satisfaction in the Green- 
peace affair, their officials will 
not be allowed transit privileges 
through Canada, the French will 
be Inconvenienced. They will 
manage by sending French Navy 
ships clrectly from France to 
St. Pierre, but they will find It 
a nuisance to do so. Evenhially, 
they will start to negotiate seri- 
ously. 

This Is not to recommend in- 
terference with normal tourist 
and freight travel to St. Pierre. 
To do so would hurt the Cana- 
. dian economy and would Impose 
undue hardship on the Innocent 
isalpdera.. But to harass French 
ofHcials Is another matter.

An Interview with Dr. Ron Wallingford, 
physical education professor at Laurentian 
University, Sudtxiry.

Dr. Ron Walllngford Is a professor of 
physical education at Laurentian Univer- 
sity, having arrived here four years ago 
from McMaster University In Hamilton. 
At thirty-nine years of age, he is still 
competing in track and Held as much as 
ever. He has held many Canadian records 
such as; the Canadian Junior 3 mile set 
in 1951, the Canadian 3000 metre steeple- 
chase, tiie Canadian 5000 metre, Canadian 
indoor mile, and held the Canadian record 
for the fastest time for a Marathon. He 
has been onthe following International teams; 
Pan-American Games in 1959, 1967, 1971, 
the Commonwealth Games In 1966, and has 
been a coach of the Canadian team at tiie 
World Student Games in 1965. He has also 
represented Canada In running competitions 
held in Cuba, Puerto Rico, Holland, Mexi- 
co, South Korea, and England. He has run 
the Boston Marathon eight times, placing 
third in 1964 with the time of 2 hours, 
20 minutes, and 51 seconds. 



Lambda: Why are there few participants 
from the North? 

Dr. WalUngford; This can all be traced back 
to society. There Is not enough prestige 
connected with sports. People are too busy 
earning money. We are still In a primitive 
culture where we equate money with hap- 
piness. This Is the simple North American 
myth. Financial return Is still equated with 
success. There is no financial gain In 
sports. Thus the forces resist the develop- 
ment of sport. Foreign cultures such as 
Finland and Italy have stressed sport. The 
pare is slowly increasing as we educate 
the masses, to help them realize the values 
and contributions of sports to an enriching 
life. This helps the average person create 
more interest, better health and vitality.

Lambda: Has the North ever produced good 
athletes? 

Dr. Walllngford: In hockey, yes. It is the 
only sport. Cta occasion there have been 
others, such as the Finnish chap from this 
area who won the Boston Marathon In 1933. 
And of course Just recently the successes of 
the Krelner sisters in alpine skiing. 

Lambda; Is It unfortunate that good athletes 
have to quit their particular sport because 
they do not have the necessary funds? 

Dr. Walllngford; The responsibllltj must be 
borne by the athlete. The athlete must also 
maintain his freedom to fail. Whereas a 
professional regards his sport as a Job 
and he must maintain his level or else quit. 

Lambda: Would better organized clubs make 
a difference? 

Dr. Walllngford: We need people who know 
what they are doing. We must also devlsp 
a method to work up here, it must suli 
the temperament of the Northern people 
We must be acquainted witli the attitudes 
of the people of the North.

Is there a future for sports in the 



Dr. Walllngford: This again goes back to 
society. The North does not have too many 
"American weaknesses". We are not con- 
tinually bomljarded by their ideas as are 
the people who live In Toronto. There is a 
culture contrast with Americans and an at- 
titude domination from America. American 
university athletes who do not play pro- 
fessional quit whereas Canadian athletes con- 
tinue to play in their sport. We are further 
North and are not as controlled by cul- 
tural ideas from America. 

lambda: What makes a good athlete? 

Dr. Walllngford: A good person, a strong 
and well-disciplined person and a genuine de- 
sire for that sport. It has a lot to do with 
natural talent but people with natural ability 
come and fade also. An athlete will fade 
unless he has dedication and maturity, men- 
tal and physical tenacity. He must enjcv 
the attraction to the sport and adapt to 
the sport. 



Lambda: What is your opinion on athletes 
who go down South, to participate, do poor- 
ly and then finally quit their sport? 

Dr. Walllngford: It Is criminal that the 
athletes do quit and that the standard is low 
in the North. We need teachers and people 
who dTe familiar with the standards. 

Lambda: Are all these physical fitness 
kicks, eg. cycling, and cross-country tour- 
ing helping the level of sports? 

Dr. Walllngford: This will deitaitely help. It 
is a refreshing change and a reflection of 
- society. The emphasis the doctors now place 
Is on cardlo-vascular health and how unfit 
the human body Is. Physical health Is neces- 
sary. Activity is equated with good health. 
Unfitness Increases the probability of over- 
weightness, and cardlo-vascular degenera- 
Liuii. Fitness also adds zest. Cultural con- 
ditioning has a tot to do with this. Exercise 
IS equated with low prestige and manual 
latx>ur. The pollution problem the world now 
has Increased the use for bikes. 

Lambda: Have you any other comments you 
would like to state? 

Dr. Walllngford: There is the common Idea 
that low Intelligence Is equated with good 
health and that high Intelligence is equated 
with poor health. But there is a higher 
correlation of Intelligence and good health. 
We try to separate the mental from the phy- 
sical. A lot of the physical problems chil- 
dren have are related to natural experience. 
Because the skin is sensitive, it must ex- 
perience feel, touch. A large part of the 
brain Is associated with the physical being. 
We must expose children to vigorous ac- 
tivity and provide the right environment 
by using their natural interest and curio- 
sity. A lot of adults have weak muscles In 
their abdomens. This is due to the non- 
development of those muscles when they wert" 
young. It is more prestigous to walk than 
to crawl. But In the crawling stage more 
muscles are developed and should i>e.

On Saturday night, the Basket- 
ball Voyageurs were again star- 
ing defeat in the eye late in the 
game.
